T hath been the bufinefs and ftudy of fome 
Men, of late years, to difparage the Holy 
Scriptures, and all revealed Religion. What 

attempts have been made to that End, ‘is fufft- 
ciently known. The Authority and Infpira- 
tion of thefe Sacred Oracles hath not. onely 
been called in queftion, but profefledly oppo- 
fed. And thofe who have been {fo hardy and

‘He was charged to have affirmed that Fefzé

veréd, v.14. ‘Upon this he makes his defence, 
and owns his belief of the matters related, even 
in the Book af Genefis, chap. 7. 3, 4, 5, 5,7, 8, 
9, 10, 11,12, 13,14, 15. Which had not been 
to his purpofe, had not that Book been part of 
that Law which he was accufed to have fpo-., 
ken againft, as well as againft Mofes. Again, 
We have found him of whom Mofes in the Law, 
and the Prophets, didwrite, Yoh.1.
